clouds, is the air speed Indicator. This 
tells the piloi his speed through, the 
air. It also helps him to feno-w -wheth- 
er lie is rising or descending- For in- 
stance, If the speed o" the machine fly- 
ing level Is 100 miles an hour, any 
speed registered above that ^nll show 
that the machine Is coming down, and 
anything below It that the machine 
Is climbing'. The difference in speeds 


show to what extent the craft is 


descending or climbing. There Is also 
a proper fore-and-aft level to Indicate 
climb and descesd, but for various 
technical reasons the pilot usually de- 
pends on the air speed Indicator.
